It was noted by Mr. Wilson that the Georgia Natural Gas 
Company had given $6, 00 0.00 to the library on January ?, the money 
to be used as the committee wished in the new building. How the 
money could be best used was discussed. After some discussion it 
was noted that an elevator would cost $ 4 , 835 . It was moved by 
Mr. Wilson that the elevator be substituted for the book lift and 
that the $4,835 be set aside for this purpose, Motion seconded 
by Dr. Harr old. Motion carried, Mr. Wilson said that he would 
write to Mr, Hugh Logan, Chairman of the Clarke County Commissi on- 
ers advising him that the commit tee voted to reinstate the elevator 
in the plans. 

The architect sail that other items which had been taken out of 
the specifications might now be reinstated since some of the money 
set up in the construction budget had not been used: $4,000 could 
be used for landscaping, $4,700 might be used for caving. 

Dr. Harrold, chairman of the committee to secure gifts for 
the library, asked thst he be furnished with a 11 at of things 
which would re needed in the new building. Mrs, Nlkos said she 
would furnish him with such a Hat. 



Mrs, Mendenhall said that she would like to see some new 



memcere added to the hoard. Several names were suggested* 

These were: Kal Cofer, Wayne Edwards, John Hurley and 

Eascoe Jackson. 

Miss Marei called attention to the expiration dates of 
several board members' terms. A letter should be written to 
the Mayor and Council asking that these members be rearoointed*

the library. She showed a drawing of the interior of the library 
with the furniture lay-out. Swatches of material were used on 
the drawings to show the color pet terns to be us-d. She showed 
plcutres of the furniture to be used and all agreed that she had 
designed a very attractive interior.

Chairman Mendenhall called the meeting to order. Minutes 
of the October 16 meeting were approved as read. A summary report 
of the meetings which had reen held by the expansion committee 
was given oy the secretary. 

"ha Chairman reported that Mrs. George Eoyd had an oil 
painting of the historic 3 trahan House °n the University carrions 
which she had f fared to rive to the library. The board was told 
by Kiss Maret that the library had a portfolio of water c^lor 
paintings of homes and scenes in Athens which had ’ sen given to 
the library a number of years ago : . some mesh ere cf the Athene 
Art Association. The members of “he board expressed interest 
in having the picture of the Strahan House for the new library 
to go with the Athens pictures which the library already owned, 

D ue to the absence of several of the board who were out 
of town, the Chairman said that some committee reports would not 
be given at this time. She called on Mr, Ferry, Chairman of the 
committee to plan programs for the new building. He re orted 
that he had been unable to have a meeting, prior to this board 
meeting, but that several ideas were being explored for 
interesting programs to be held In the new facility. He sold that 
he had mailed letters to his committee outl 1 nlng the purpose of 
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the committee and asking them to be thinking of appropriate 
activities. Among these were: art exhibits, musical programs, 
children's programs and talks. He also oolnted out that care- 
ful consideration should : e given when groups ask to sponsor 
programs in the new building. Caution should be exercised In 
what was sponsored ~y the library, 

A note from the Dunlap family was passed for the board to 
read. The Chairman pointed out that three hoard members' terms 
had expired. These were: Mr. Wilson and Mr. Milner whose term 
expired on January ?, 196 9 nnd Mr. Wier whose term expired on 
February 7i 1969- She said that sne would write to the Mayor 
and Council and recommend that they be reappointed to the hoard. 

She also wished to have the heard recommend three new members to 
he appointed by the Mayor and Council. These were Howard Stroud, 

■3?4 Waters St,, John T. Hurley, £37 N. Church and H.L. Co±>r, Jr. , 
l60 Huunicut Drive, This met with the approval of the members of 
the board. The Director reported that the Executive Board hnd met 
on December 13 and had voted to give a salary supplement to the 
staff in December. This was in accordance with what had been done 
In previous years. Mr, Gunn moved that the board approve the 
action of the Executive Committee, Motion was seconded by 
Mrs, Neighbors. Motion carried. 

Miss Mar et reported that the rudget for the year had been 
prepared and had been presented to the Executive Board at its 
meeting. In the budget was Included a small increase in salary 
for the locally paid staff members. The -rudget had Included an 
increase of $5,000 each from bath, the Clarke County Commissioners 
and the City of Athens, The Athens appropriation check for January 
had been received and it reflected this increase. 
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There was no other business, Meeting was adjourned.

She read a telegram from 
John T* Hurley, another new member of the board expressing 
regrets that he was unable to attend due to an out-of-town meeting. 
Minutes of the last meeting were approved as read.

Chairman Mendenhall called the meeting to order, welcomed all 
members and gave a special welcome to new members who were attending 
their first board meeting.

She reported that the Vacation Reading Club was the biggest the 
library has ever sponsored and that lRll children hove registered for 
the club, this being the largest enrollment registered for this 
activity In the library's history. Although no count thus far has 
ber’rt made of the number who have completed the requirements for a 
certificate, she said that a great number had completed reading 
?- 5 books and that many had read 5 A books thus entitling them to 
a "special prize" of a goldfish and a bowl being given by Mr. Progan 
of 'rtoolworths at Be-chwood. This last award is florc-thing new added 
this year and has encouraged many children to continue reading to 
qualify for it. 

Miss Buxton was called on next to give a bookmobile report. -he 
told of the services given by the bookmobile to the residents of 
the Athens area. She reported that the present bookmobiles ^re 
getting old, one having been purchased in 1?49 and the ether tn 195?. 
and that a new unit was needed. Hr. Sari Daye, a representative of 
the CJers tans lager Company, a company which specializes ir building 
bookmobile bodies, visited the library in July to discuss the 
purchase of a new bookmobile. Hiss Karet said that $13, 696 * 10 is 
now available tn the bookmobile replacement fund for the purchase 
of a new unit and that this would cover the cost 0 ? a new body. A 
chassis would need to be bought. Mr. Ivy of Ivy Truck Sales 
had reported to the director that the lyk? bookmobile should sell 
for $200 to 53^0, This amount could be applied to tb* cost of a 
new unit. Approximately $2,000 to $3,^9 should re ill that would 
be needed in addition to what is on hand to purchase a new bookmobile 

The chairman appointed a committee composed of Dr. H^rrold, Mr, 
Milner, Miss Karet and Miss Buxton to work on the purchase of a new 
bookmobile.

Mrs. Callaway 
reported thaj a successful reading club had been conducted in 
the Oglethorpe County Library. 

Mr. Wayne Rates, a graduate student in ceremics at the 
University of Georgia , v as called on next. He said he would 
like to design and make c e r e m i c pieces to place in the new 
building and on the grounds. He said that this activity would 
be his graduate project. He was very complimentary of the new 
building and he was most interested in using the library as the 
beginning point for his designs. He said that the pieces' which he 
made would be free to the library and would be displayed in the 
building and on the grounds and would become the property of the 
library if it was the wish of the board. He would make models 
and drawings for approval before they were placed in the building 
sad on the grounds. The University Art Department would furnish 
the materials and there would be no cost involved for the library, 
Mr. Wilson moved that Mr. Bates be thanked for his offer and that 
the board accept it subject to committee approval and that he be 
notified of the action taken. Motion seconded by Mr, Gunn, Motion 
ca rried. 

Mrs. Riesbol reported next on the ribbon cutting ceremony which 
is being planned for the opening of the library. She said that 
this would be a simple occasion and would be a signal to tbe pub- 
lic that the library was open to give service. Mr. Milner 
suggested that Mrs, Marjorie Wilkins Daugherty be invited to any 



activities which the library has, Mrs , Riesbcl said that a 
Christmas tree was planned as well as an art exhibit and a 
carols program.
